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The  academic  year  of  1946- 
47  has  marked  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in 
the  history  of  Catawba  College.  This  year  the 
enrollment  has  reached  its  all-time  peak. 
Catawba  has  come  of  age  and  is  now  ready 
to  grow  with  the  demands  of  a  larger  student 
body  which  exhibits  a  greater  desire  both  to 
learn  and  to  serve. 

Accepting  the  greater  new  enrollment  as 
an  indisputable  challenge  and  an  unparallel- 
ed opportunity  to  serve  the  youth  of  today, 
the  leaders  of  our  college  have  set  out  on  a 
vast  program  of  expansion  which  dwarfs  any 
previous    project    undertaken    by    Catawba. 
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Today  on  the  campus  we  see  this  expansion 
program  in  its  embryonic  stages:  the  brick 
foundation  for  a  new  men's  dormitory  rises

Besides  these  things 
which  are  apparent  to  every  eye,  plans  for 
almost  a  dozen  additions  to  Catawba's  physi- 
cal plant  have  been  drawn  up.  Sketches  of 
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the  new  library,  the  next  unit  on  the  produc- 
tion schedule  have  already  been  published. 
When  the  final  brick  has  been  laid  and  the 
last  nail  driven,  Catawba  will  take  its  place 
among  the  biggest  and  best  equipped  of  the 
smaller  colleges  in  the  country. 

Yes,  the  Catawba  of  tomorrow  will  be  a 
greater  and  a  more  efficient  Catawba,  but  it  is 
not  to  be  inferred  that  she  is  ever  to  ap- 
proach the  proportions  of  a  university.  Reali-

The  1946  Catawba  football  eleven 
scored  what  is  generally  regarded  as  the  greatest  athletic 
achievement  in  the  history  of  the  intercollegiate  athletic 
program  here  when  it  roared  to  a  decisive  31-6  win  over 
the  previously  unbeaten  Maryville  College  team,  of  Mary- 
ville,  Tennessee,  in  the  Tangerine  Bowl  at  Orlando, 
Fla.,  on  New  Year's  Day. 

But  long  before  they  had  turned  in  their  great  bowl 
triumph.  Coach  Gordon  Kirkland's  rowdy  turf  pounding 
crew  had  racked  up  a  glittering  record  in  regular  season's 
play  that  gained  them  a  top  spot  among  the  finest  grid- 
iron outfits  ever  to  parade  the  Catawba  colors  into 
battle. 

Winning  nine  out  of  eleven  games  played  during  the 
year,  the  Indians  rolled  easily  to  the  first  post-war 
North  State  Conference  championship.  The  Tribe  sported 
an  unbeaten  record  through  a  five  game  card  against 
loop  foes.  Only  two  league  opponents,  Appalachian  and 
High  Point,  were  able  to  push  over  a  score  against  the 
Braves,  but  both  fell  to  crushing  defeats  before  the  mad 
rush  of  the  rampaging  Redskins.  Three  others  were 
dealt  "goose-eggs"  in  the  scoring  column  while  suffering 
lop-sided  set-backs.

Post-season  individual  awards  came  to  outstanding 
performers  of  the  team  "by  the  dozens."  Squad  members 
named  tackle  Ray  Yagiello  and  halfback  Harold  Bow-en 
the  most  valuable  players  on  their  team.  Yagiello,  a  big, 
slashing  tackle,  garnered  a  berth  on  the  Little  All-America 
second  team.  Fullback  Tony  Georgiana  was  chosen  the 
most  outstanding  player  in  the  North  State  league.  End 
Don  Hanley  and  center  Don  Fuoss  pulled  positions  on 
the  Greensboro  Daily  News  All-State  dub  along  with 
star  performers  from  Duke.  Carolina,  N.  C.  State,  and  the 
other  "name"  colleges  in  Tar  Heelia.  Blocking  back  Bill 
Greene  won  honorable  mention  on  the  Trans-Radio  Press 
All-America  team.  The  entire  Catawba  "varsity"  grabbed 
spots  on  the  all-conference  club. 

For  veteran  maestro  Gordon  Kirkland,  the  '46  outfit 
was   one   of   his   finest   in    13   years   of  gridiron   master- 


minding here.  Marion  Richards,  a  great  line  star  here 
in  the  late  thirties,  and  Earl  Ruth,  of  North  Carolina 
University  basketball  fame,  made  their  coaching  debuts 
here  highly  successful  ones  by  helping  the  cagey  Kirk- 
land to  produce  another  in  his  steady  line  of  "winners" 
to  represent  Catawba  in  the  autumn  wars.  Only  the 
V.  M.  I.  Keydets,  with  Bobby  Thomason,  one  of  Dixie's 
greatest  leather  chunkers,  hitting  the  bullseye  con- 
stantly throughout  the  afternoon  with  his  passes,  and 
the  Presbyterian  Blue  Stockings,  banking  on  a  stout  ground 
attack  and  a  highly  effective  aerial  punch,  were  able  to 
knock  off  the  Indians  in  regular  season's  play. 

INDIANS  TRIM  CHERRY  POINT  MARINES

there  to  an  easy  29-7  win  over  a  scrappy  Cherry  Point 
Marine  team  in  the  1946  season  curtain  raiser  before  a 
howling  mob  of  nearly  six  thousand  spectators. 

Halfback  Lee  Spears  breezed  over  for  the  first  score 
scarcely  before  the  overflow  throng  had  settled  back  in 
their  seats.  Spears  tallied  the  second  Tribe  marker 
minutes  later,  and  the  Redskins  scored  again  when  half- 
back Albertertazzi,  of  the  Leathernecks,  was  dumped  to 
earth  in  his  own  end  zone  by  a  swarm  of  Tribe  linemen 
for  a  safety. 

In  the  second  half  of  play,  halfback  Bill  Speacht 
raced  over  after  taking  a  short  pass  from  Bowen,  and 
Georgiana  tallied  the  final  marker  on  a  short  line-buck. 
Place-kick  artist,  Lamar  Dorton,  made  good  on  three  out 
of  four  attempted  conversions. 


TRIBE  BOWS  TO  THOMASON  AND  KEYDETS 

A  week  later  the  Indians  took  it  on  the  chin  for  the  first 
time  in  the  infant  season  when  a  slingshot  passer  named 
Bobby  Thomason  tossed  the  V.  M.  I.  Keydets  to  a  21-7 
win.  Trailing  21-0  at  the  half,  the  Indians  took  to  the 
air,  with  newly  found  chunker  Harold  Bowen  flipping 
the  oval,  in  the  final  session  to  make  quite  a  battle 
of  it. 

Bowen  completed  a  short  pass  down  the  middle  to 
end  Art  Claar  for  the  only  Redskin  score  midway  the 
third  period.  Dorton  added  the  extra  point.  But  the  big 
first  half  margin  piled  up  by  the  Keydets  was  too  much 
of  an  edge  for  the  Indians  to  overcome;  in  the  end  the 
Southern  Conference  outfit  posted  its  first  win  in  three 
years    of   duelling    with    the    Tribe.

BRAVES  EDGE  OUT  EASTERN  KENTUCKY 

The  Indians  returned  to  friendly  Shuford  Field  sur- 
roundings the  following  week-end  and  battled  their  way 
back  on  the  win  ledger  with  a  thrilling  9-7  verdict  over 
a  big  and  powerful  Eastern  Kentucky  eleven.  Sterling 
defensive  play  by  both  lines  kept  the  rival  ball  carriers 
bottled  up  throughout  the  evening. 

Bill  Greene  broke  through  from  his  line  backer-up 
post  to  block  a  Kentucky  boot  late  in  the  skirmish  to 
give  the  Indians  a  safety  and  their  margin  of  victory. 
Ends  Art  Claar  and  Don  Hanley,  who  broke  through 
repeatedly  to  halt  the  invaders'  leather  packers  in  their 
tracks,  starred  in  the  Catawba  line  along  with 'scrappy 
Don  Lambeth,  whose  mud-soaked  jersey  could  be  seen 
on  the  bottom  of  many  pile-ups  throughout  the  cold 
and  damp  night. 

REDSKINS  ROLL  TO  DECISION  OVER  PANTHERS 

Held  to  a  standstill  in  a  hectic  first  period  by  a 
fired-up  High  Point  team,  a  determined  Catawba  eleven, 
rolling  with  the  throttle  wide  open  for  the  first  time 
in  the  year,  bounced  back  to  pound  over  tallies  in  the 
second  and  third  periods  to  coast  through  to  a  19-7 
verdict  in  a  crucial  North  State  Conference  battle. 

The  Panthers,  who  had  drawn  first  blood  in  a  rousing 
first  quarter,  remained  very  much  in  the  running  through- 
out a  nip  and  tuck  first  half,  but  folded  up  before  a 
final  half  surge  by  the  home  team,  which  unleashed  a 
crushing  ground  attack  that  had  the  invading  team  rock- 
ing and   reeling  throughout  the  session. 

Georgiana  tallied  for  the  Indians  on  a  line  plunge; 
Don  Hanley  countered  on  a  toss  from  Bowen ;  and  Bill

Scoring  almost  at  will,  a  powerful  Catawba  eleven 
racked  up  a  one-sided  win  over  a  hopelessly  outclassed 
Wofford  team  in  a  battle  run  off  in  Spartanburg,  S.  C. 
The  red  hot  Indians,  blanked  in  only  one  period  by  the 
Terriers,  pounded  over  three  touchdowns  in  the  first 
quarter,  took  things  easy  in  a  scoreless  second  quarter, 
and  then  finished  off  with  a  pair  of  markers  in  the 
third  and  fourth  periods  to  spoil  the  Terriers'  first  home 
appearance  of  the  year. 

Tony  Georgiana  packed  the  leather  on  the  Tribe's 
first  scoring  maneuver;  Speacht  tallied  the  second  on  an 
end  run;  Harlan  (Tuck)  Gudger,  an  end,  raced  over 
after  snagging  a  pass  from  Harold  Bowen ;  Gudger 
scored  again  after  picking  up  a  blocked  kick  and  streak- 
ing through  an  open  field  to  "promised  land";  Georgiana 
roared  over  again;  Paul  Marklin,  reserve  flanker,  ac- 
counted for  another  marker  on  a  pass  from  Bob  Gore; 
and  third  stringer  Bobbv  Bell  put  an  end  to  the  scoring 
festivities  when  he  raced  around  right  end  for  the  final 
tally  seconds  before  the  end  of  the  game. 

BRAVES  LICK  APPALACHIAN  MOUNTAINEERS 

A  fast  and  savage  hitting  Catawba  eleven  moved  a 
step  closer  to  a  possible  North  State  Conference  cham- 
pionship by  piling  up  a  big  first  half  lead  and  then 
playing  air-tight  defensive  ball  throughout  the  final 
half  to  crush  a  previously  unbeaten  Appalachian  team 
28-6    in    Winston-Salem's    Bowman    Gray    Stadium. 

A  throng  estimated  at  ten  thousand  spectators,  a  new 
high  for  North  State  play,  watched  the  powerful  Red- 
skins jump  off  to  a  quick  seven  point  advantage  in  the 
first  period  and  then  follow  up  with  a  big  21  point 
second  chapter  to  wrap  up  the  contest.  The  Moun- 
taineers, bewildered  by  the  sudden  explosion,  could 
flash  little  of  that  form  that  had  carried  them  through 
the  unbeaten  course  in  early  games.  Throughout  the 
first  half,  a  fiery  Catawba  line  broke  through  to  nip 
every  play  in  the  bud. 

Fullback  Georgiana,  who  bullied  his  way  through  huge 
openings  in   the  App  line  for  big  gains   throughout  the 


night,  and  speedy  Bill  Speacht,  who  shot  out  around 
first  one,  then  the  other  end  on  numerous  long  distance 
gallops,  joined  forces  with  a  "sure  shot"  twirler  named 
Harold  Bowen  in  a  first  half  onslaught  that  all  but  turned 
the  battle  into  a  rout  in  the  early  stages.  Guard  J'm 
Dickey  and  center  Don  Fuoss  played  beautifully  in 
the  winners  forward  wall. 

INDIANS  ROMP  ON  CHRISTIANS 

A  gallant  little  Elon  team  held  the  mighty  Redskins 
at  bay  for  the  first  five  minutes  of  playing  time,  but 
the  heavily  favored  Tribe  poured  on  the  pressure  after 
that  to  cop  a  lopsided  40-0  game  in  Winston-Salem.  It 
was  the  third  win  of  the  year  in  Conference  play  for  the 
Indians,  who  dealt  out  a  smashing  defeat  to  smash 
Coach    Hap    Perry's    Homecoming   Day   ceremonies. 

Sub  tailback  Bobby  Gore  gave  the  scant  gathering 
its  biggest  thrill  when  he  trucked  60  yards  through  the 
Elon  team  on  a  spectacular  jaunt  in  the  final  period  on 
a  play  that  never  went  down  in  records.  Clipping,  called 
against  one  of  his  sub  cohorts,  robbed  Gore  of  his  chance 
at  fame  when  his  breath-taking  excursion  was  scratched 
from  the  books  due  to  the  violation  of  the  rules. 

HOSE  SPILL  REDSKINS 

Led  by  a  brilliant  passer  named  Hank  Caver,  who 
whipped  out  strikes  throughout  the  night  with  a  slip- 
pery ball,  and  a  flashy  little  wingback  named  Roger 
McCommons,  whose  tiny  150-pound  frame  could  be  seen 
slipping  through  and  out  the  Catawba  line  throughout 
the  muddy  battle,  the  Presbyterian  Blue  Stockings  pulled 


a  mild  upset  "among  the  little  fellows"  by  turning  back 
the  favored  Catawba  Indians   13-12. 

Georgiana  scored  one  of  the  Tribe's  touchdowns  on  a 
line  smash,  while  Don  Hanley  made  a  miraculous  diving 
catch  of  a  pass  thrown  by  Bill  Speacht  to  account  for 
the  other,  but  the  fighting  visitors,  not  to  be  denied, 
put  the  game  on  ice  with  a  score  in  the  early  moments  of 
the  third  quarter  after  hitting  pay  dirt  in  the  second 
stanza. 

Lynn  Hunter,  second  string  fullback,  who  turned  in  a 
beautiful  run-back  of  a  late  kick-off  by  the  Hose,  starred 
in  the  Catawba  backfield  along  with  little  Rusty  Craver, 
a  hard  knocking  reserve  blocking  back. 

NEWBERRY  BOWS  IN  BRUISING  BATTLE 

Pushing  over  a  single  marker  in  the  second  period  of 
play,  the  powerful  Redskins  of  Catawba  annexed  their 
seventh  win  of  the  year  by  taking  the  measure  of  a 
fighting  Newberry  eleven  in  a  bruising  6-0  battle.  Tail- 
back Harold  Bowen  raced  from  the  ten  yard  marker  for 
the  only  score  of  the  night  after  end  Art  Claar  had  set 
up  the  score  when  he  broke  through  to  recover  a  New- 
berry fumble  at  the  15. 

Bowen's  great  kicking  featured  the  play  for  the  vic- 
tors along  with  fine  showings  made  by  linemen  Ed 
Edmiston  and   Les   Gardner. 

Neither  team  put  on  any  serious  scoring  threat  with 
the  exception  of  the  lone  pay-off  spurt  by  the  Tar  Heel 
Tribe.

A  mighty  Catawba  eleven,  displaying  possibly  its 
finest  form  of  the  year,  roared  to  a  decisive  28-0  win 
over  a  Guilford  team,  which  had  entered  the  battle  con- 
ceded a  good  chance  of  winning  from  the  high-riding 
Redskins.  Except  for  a  short  drive  in  the  early  minutes 
of  play  which  bogged  down  on  the  Catawba  16  yard 
line,  the  invading  Quakers  were  never  in  the  struggle 
as  the  league  leading  Braves  rolled  to  a  pair  of  tallies 
in  the  second  period  and  then  finished  off  with  single 
markers  in  the  third  and  fourth  chapters  to  insure  them- 
selves of  at  least  a  tie  in  the  final  North  State  standings. 

Bill  Speacht,  who  hauled  back  a  Guilford  kick  80 
yards  down  a  sideline  course  to  glory  land,  and  little 
Mel  Everhart,  a  third  team  guard,  who  entered  the 
game  midway  in  the  early  Quaker  drive  and  halted  the 
threat  almost  single-handedly,  played  brilliantly  through- 
out for  the  victorious  Indians.  Big  Ralph  Wilson  figured 
prominently  in  cracking  down  the  Quaker  ball  carriers 
from  his  line-backer-up  post. 

INDIANS  TUMBLE   LENOIR-RHYNE   BEARS 

The  Tribe  closed  out  a  highly  successful  year  by  wal- 
loping the  Lenoir-Rhyne  Bears  before  a  capacity  Thanks- 
giving Day  crowd,  27-0.  The  Braves,  controlling  the  play 
all  the  way,  bagged  the  first  post-war  North  State  Con- 
ference pennant  by  pasting  the  defeat  on  their  life-long 
rivals. 

Subs  Frank  King  and  Clyde  Biggers  played  well  in 
the  front  wall  of  the  winners  along  with  seniors  Don 
Hanley    and    Don    Fuoss,    who    were    completing    their 


careers  before  the  "home  folks."  Tony  Georgiana 
terminated  his  career  in  Shuford  Field  with  a  bang-up 
job  of  line-busting. 

The  red-clad  Bears  never  once  threatened  to  take  the 
upper  hand  in  the  festivities. 

TRIBE   GAINS   SMASHING  BOWL  WIN 

A  power-laden  Catawba  eleven  gained  acclaim  as  being 
one  of  the  finest  small  college  teams  of  all-time  when 
it  combined  a  slashing  ground  attack  with  a  smooth- 
clicking  aerial  punch  to  smother  Maryville  College, 
Tennessee,  in  the  Tangerine  Bowl  at  Orlando,  Florida,  on 
New  Year's  Day  by  the  score  of  31-6.  Scoring  in  the 
early  stages  of  play  and  holding  complete  mastery 
throughout  the  game,  the  North  Carolinians  handed  the 
husky  Maryville  club  its  worst  defeat  of  the  season. 

The  Highlanders,  winners  in  nine  consecutive  games 
in  regular  season's  play  and  boasting  one  of  the  finest 
defensive  marks  in  football,  could  offer  little  in  the  way 
of  opposition  to  the  blue-clad  Indians  who  thrilled  a 
near-capacity  gathering  of  ten  thousand  shirt-sleeved  fans 
with  their  high  powered  offensive  maneuvers  and  their 
sterling  defensive  play.

Catawba's  Indians,  fourth-seeded  entry  in  the  meet,  bowed  out  of 
the  North  State  Conference  basketball  tournament  on  opening  day  when  they  were 
tossed  into  defeat  by  the  Western  Carolina  Catamounts.  Holding  a  decided  edge 
throughout  the  first  half,  the  Indians  folded  in  the  final  chapter  and  fell  out  of  the 
meet  before  a  team  that  poured  shots  through  the  hoops  in  rapid  fire  succession 
throughout  the  closing  half. 

It  was  the  end  of  a  long,  hard,  disappointing  year  for  Coach  Earl  Ruth's  Tribe. 
Supporting  no  better  than  a  four  won,  five  lost  mark  in  conference  wars  throughout  the 
regular  season's  play,  the  Indians  had  come  into  the  big  and  crucial  tourney  rated  among 
the  choice  teams  in  the  firing.  But  the  constant  misfortune  that  had  been  with  them 
throughout  the  regular  season  stayed  with  them  in  the  tournament  proceedings. 

In  "outer  league"  warfare,  the  Redskins  did  much  better.  They  wound  up  a  highly 
successful  winter  against  non-loop  foes  by  chalking  up  three  straight  wins  over  South 
Carolina  foes,  and  then  returning  to  loop  action  long  enough  to  trim  Lenoir-Rhyne's 
Bears,  who  amazed  circuit  followers  in  the  tourney  when  they  ousted  top-seeded  Appa- 
lachian on  opening  night. 
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Leading  bucket  ringer  for  the  Tribe  throughout  the  winter  was  tall,  Union  Grove,  N.  C, 
native,  Bob  Van  Hoy.  But  a  fiery  redhead  named  Charlie  Richardson  was  a  late  season 
sensation  in  cord  ripping  operations.  Captain  Dick  Feimster  had  his  moments  in  crack- 
ing the  net  with  miraculous  long-range  tosses,  and  Center  Paul  Marklin  was  one  of  the 
defensive  stars  of  the  tournament  with  the  fine  job  he  turned  in  in  limiting  the  great 
scoring  ace  of  the  Western  Carolina  five,  Jim  Gudger,  to  a  low  figure  of  six  baskets  in  the 
Catawba- Western  Carolina  tourney  bout.  Other  members  of  the  team  had  their  bright 
moments  throughout  the  year. 

All  hands  agreed  that  rookie  coach  Earl  Ruth,  of  the  Indians,  did  wonders  with  his 
scrappy  quint  in  his  first  year  as  hardcourt  maestro  here.  With  a  veteran  club  slated 
to  return  next  season,  the  Indians  are  expected  to  put  in  a  strong  bid  for  the  title  that  was 
denied  them  this  winter.

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The  purpose  of  the  Women's  Athletic  Association  is 
to  promote  physical  efficiency,  create  an  interest  in  girls'  sports  and  to 
give  every  girl  on  the  Catawba  College  campus  an  opportunity  for  par- 
ticipation in  a  varied  program  of  activities.  Membership  is  open  to  any 
and  every  girl  who  wishes  to  become  a  member  and  the  only  require- 
ment is  that  the  girl  come  to  the  sports  practices. 
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The  W.A.A.  sponsors  four  major  sports  each  year;  hockey,  speed- 
ball,  basketball  and  tennis.  The  minor  sports  are  volley  ball,  archery  and 
hiking.  Tournaments  in  each  sport  stimulate  wide  interest. 

To  further  stimulate  interest,  awards  of  various  kinds  are  given  for 
accomplishment  and  achievement.  A  point  system  has  been  set  up  to  help 
measure  achievement.  For  each  major  sport  in  which  a  girl  attends  sixty 
per  cent  of  the  practices  and  plays  in  the  tournament  games,  100  points

member  of  the  winning  team  is  awarded  25  points.  The  president  re- 
ceives 100  extra  points;  the  secretary  receives  75  points,  as  does  the 
treasurer;  and  50  points  are  given  to  the  sports  managers.  Each  girl  who 
has  earned  500  points  is  given  a  silver  winged  pin;  1,000  points  en- 
titles a  girl  to  an  English  Monogram  "C" ;  1,500  points  give  a  girl  a 
small  monogram  "C"  ;  and  2,000  points  receive  a  Blazer  jacket. 
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The  annual  W.A.A.  banquet  is  the  highlight  of  the  year  and  out- 
ings such  as  wiener  roasts,  hikes,  and  other  various  socials,  are  numerous 
on  the  W.A.A.  social  calendar.
